| Mourning, among the ancients were 
essed various ways, as by tearing 
clothes, by weerimg sackcloth, 
laying aside crowns and every other 
mark of joy.” Plutarch, in his Life of 
Cato, relates, that from the time of his 
leaving the city with Pompey, he neith- 
er shaved his head, nor as usual, wore 
the crown or garland. Sometimes 
public grief was testified by a general 
tust. 

Among the Romans a year of mourn- 
ing was ordained, by law, for women who 
lost their husbands. 

In public mournings at Rome, the 
shops were shut up, the women laid a- 
side all their ornaments, the senators 
their latiolavian robes, and the consuls 
sat in a lower seat than usual. 

‘The ancients had a remarkable way 
of mourning for soldiers slain im battle. 
‘The whole army attended the funeral 
sulemnities, with their arms reversed, 
it bemg customary for mourners, in 
most of their acitons, to behave them- 
selves in a manner contrary to what 
was usual at other times. In those 
places where it was the fashion to wear 
long hair, mourners were shaved; and 
where others shaved, mourners wore 
long hair, The conjecture of those, 
therelore, is frivolous, who imagine that 
the suldiers tarned the head of their 
shields downwards, lest the gods whose 
images were engraved upon them,

A 
young man passing by, went in, and 
saw Sherman strike his wile two or 
three blows with the back of the axe 
Being unarmed, he went out to procure 
assistance; inthe meantime the mur- 
derer put his axe into a closet. — By 
the time three er four person could be 
collected it was dusk, and on entering 
the house they perceived something in 
one corner of the room, covered with 
an old carpet, on removing which the 
woman and child were seen, the former 
exhibiting some faint signs of life, and 
an attempt was made to raise her u»— 
but before candles were procured she 
ceased to breathe. During this time 
Sherman was seized and bound with a 
cord. He made a little resistance, but 
soon yielded, saying ‘he had done it, 
and was ready to die.” On being ask- 
ed what he had killed his wife for, he 
said she had aggravated him to do it— 
she had taken the children’s wages, and 
refused to let him have money to pay 
a bill for meat. He said he did not 
mean to killthe child, and was sorry 
for it. It died about 12 o’clock in the 
night. 

Sherman was committed to take his 
trial at the next session of the Superior 
court.

Kelley, one ot the ship’s crew, entered 
a complaint against Capt Stetson charg- 
ing him with having taken on board 
two blacks, with the design of selling 
them as slaves. With the customary
